Capper's Charges . 


Capper ih his telegram saidr 
"The threat of Congressman Beck 


of, Pennsylvania- to have the Inter- 
state Commerce commission abolish- 
ed unless it grants, forthwith, with- 
out hearing-, investigation or due 
consideration, 'the demand of the 
railroads for a. 15 per cent horizon- 
tal Increase hi freight rates, is the 
most unusual, proposal I have heard 
for some time. 


"To" my mind the Beck threat is 


even more short-sighted and more 
inopportune fhan the application of 
the railroads for this increase,in the 
face of the general deprss1^?-- 
lo-wering of aH commodity" prices

— Damp and musty 


basements are the result of faulty 
•wall or Coor construction, clogged 
drains or Improper back CUiny and 
grading around the •walls, say ex- 
perts of the XT. S, Bureau of Stan- 
dards. In some cases remedying- this 
situation m the home is Quite a 
job. 


In checking for the cause of -water 


in the basement, first see if the 
eaves, gutters and downspouts are 
carrytajf off the 
-water from the 


roof in a satisfactory manner. The 
downspouts should 
lead into a 


storm sewer, dry wen, open water 
course or some other suitable out- 
let. 
: If this situation does not exist, 
a good way to keep water from the 
basement walls is to set up a board 
uncerneath the downspout to direct 
the water away from the sides of 
the house. 


Another remedy for this is to 


grade against the basement walls. 
This sarding should extend at a 
considerable slope from eight to 1C 
feet from the walls. The ground 
should be planted with 
grass or 


sodded. 


Still another method is to run 


a concrete pavement around the 
house from two to three feet wide. 
This prevents water gathering1 closa 
to the cellar walls and- slowly seep- 
ing in. 


Tflinj Often Helps 


Tn low, damp places, where there 


is a. large amount of water in the 
subsoil, a draintile system Is some- 
times installed around the footings 
to carry the •water away before it 
can find its way into the basement. 


"To lay the tile, dig- a trench ad- 


joining and to a depth .of a few- 
inches below the level of the bot- 
tom of the cellar floor but not be- 
low the footing level," "Vincent B.

inches in diameter and should be

Waterproof Coatin-

where ground-water conditions are 
not especially bad and dampness Is 
only to be guarded against, and a 
bitumoniotts coatJagr, where more 
than mer« dampness exists. The 
latter material may consist of a. 
simple coating of coal-tar pitch or 
asphalt, or may be a built-up cover- 
ing of alternate layers of the bi- 
tuminous material and tar paper. 


Frost and running -water has a 


tendency to crack cellar -walls and 
Coors. Water seeping through the 
cracks wears them larger until it 
runs through freely.

For minor repairs the amateur

Before applying- 


new mortar, dampen the joint 


A mixture of one part of cement 


to two and one-half parts of sand, 
or one part cement to three parts 
sand Is recommended in ordinary 
cases. For damp cellars, however, 
a one to two nurture is better. 


The finished work should be wet 


down daily for several days to in- 
crease the strength of the cement 


A damp cellar can be dried out 


considerably by giving it more ven- 
tilation and sunlight This Is ac- 
complished by cutting- more win- 
dows in the basement walls. Ordi- 
narily, this is a job for an experi- 
enced -workman.

ject.

Roosevelt to investigate his physical 
and mental condition. Mr. Looker 
had him examined by three specialists 
appointed by the New York Academy 
of Medicine. Their report was as fol- 
lows: "We have today carefully ex- 
amined Governor Roosevelt. We be- 
lieve that his health and powers of 
endurance are such as to allow him to 
meet any demands of private and pub- 
lic life."'

As to the first, namely, the

Nkotine Sulplate 


"Mrr one-half ounce of nicotine sulplate dust with 9« ounces of hy- 


drated lime. The lime may be bought'at any building supply or hard- 
ware store. Sift the dust and the lime through a flour duster sever- 
al times to insure a good mixture. Apply with 
commercial 
hand 


duster or blower. Dust when the foliage Is cry 
and the air still. 


Avoid inhaling much of the dust as it may irritate the throat. 


Nicotine Sulplate and Soap Solution 


This solution is prepared by dissolving one ounce of common laun- 


dry soap or fish-oil soap in each gallon of water. Just before spraying 
miT one to 1J teaspoonfuls of a nicotine sulphate or tobacco extract 
in each gallon of the solution. This should be applied, as well as the 
other sprays, with a. sprayer as it is important to get the material on 
the under side of the leaves. 


Arsenate of Lead Spray 


Mix three teaspoonfuls of aisenate of lead powder to one gallon 


of water. Adding of an ounce of lead powder to one gallon of water.

Poison Bran Salt 


"V"- one ounce of Paris green or white arsenic with It pounds dry 


bran in a. container. In another container stir four fluid 
ounces of 


molasses or sirup in one-half pint of water. Prepare a. mash by slow- 
ly adding the sirup mixture to th e poison bran. Allow to stand for 
several hours. Scatter thinly over the surface of the soil along the 
rows after sundown.

get rid o£ them, shake them off into 
a pan. o* water with a thin film of 
kerosene on it.

Browning leaves may mean that 


thrips are at -work in the flower 
garden. These are minute insects 
and their feeding results in brown- 
ing of the- petals. Spraying with 
nicotine sulphate and soap solution 
is an effective remedy.

More Borers 


Another common garden borer 


pest is the iris borer. 
It 
does 


greatest damage to the roots and 
crown of the iris. If leaves of the 
iris show water soaked-like streaks 
in early spring, it is a good indica- 
tion that the borsr is at work. By 
squeezing the leaf at the bottom 
and up the whole length, it is pos- 
sible to destroy the borer. 


The lilac borer and the r&odendron 


borer are similar in habits. They 
lay their eggs during the summer 
on roughened and wounded places 
on the bark and the larvae which 
hatch from them enter the wood and 
spend the winter. Infested portions 
of the bushes should be removed and 
burned during the late fall, winter 
and early spring. 


Other borers which cause trouble 


are the clematis root borer, rose 
stem borer and the dogwood twig 
borer. For all of thes, the clearing 
away and burning of infested twigs 
and the cleaning up of debris prove 
the most effective methods of con- 
trol.
